1. Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the inventions of the combination of Pat. No. 6,691,185, 
5,983,291 and 6,557,048. The improvement features include a control unit of 
input/output node for a computer system comprising a plurality of scheduler units, 
each including 

a first buffer circuit coupled to receive control commands corresponding to 
commands received from the first source, 

a second buffer circuit coupled to receive control commands corresponding 
to commands received from the second source, 

wherein the plurality of virtual channels includes a posted channel, a non- 
posted channel and a response channel; 

wherein each of the control commands contains a subset of information 
included within the corresponding commands received by the first source and the 
second source. The examiner agreed to allow the case after incorporating the above 
allowable features into the claims 1, and 8.
